The big sea fighter will be 
christened by M iss ('aryl Newberry, 
daughter of Truman H. Newberry, as 
sistant secretary of the Navy, whose 
home is in Michigan. 
Governor War­ 
ner and a party of State officials of 
Michigan also will attend the launch­ 


ing. 
The Michigan will be a notable ad­ 
dition to th<‘ new navy. 
The arma­ 
ment plans call for a main battery of 
eight 12 inch breech loading rifles, and 
tv\o subm erged torpedo tubes, w hile j 
the secondary battery is to consist of 
tw enty two 2. inch radld-Plre guns, two 
23-pounder sem i-autom atic guns, eight 
I-pounder sem iautom atics, two 3-inch 
field pieces, and four m achine guns of 
30 calibre. 
The 
12-lnch 
guns, of 
which the M ichigan will carry tw ice 
as many on board as any American 
vessel now in com m ission or build 
ins, arc to be mounted In pairs, in 
four electrically controlled elliptical 
turrets, each with an arc of fire of 270 
degrees, 
iwo turrets being forward 
and two aft. 
The guns of the second­ 
in ' battery will be placed In com ­ 
manding positions, and are to have 
large unobstructed arcs of fire. 
Tho 
torpedo tubes will be Installed for­ 
ward. 
The hull of the M ichigan will be 
protected by a waterline belV of ar- 
lor that will vary in thickness from 
tw elve to eight inches in so m e sec­ 
tions. from ten to tw elve inches in 
st me, and from eleven to nine inches j 
iii other sections. 
The casem ate ar­ 
mor is to be from eight to ten Inches 
thick, While an a rm o re d bulkhead ten 
Inches 
thick 
w ill 
extend 
entirely 
cross the ship. 
The engines of the new battleship 
are to have 
a 
combined 
Indicated 
horsepower of 16.500, each engine to 
he in a separate water-tight compart­ 
ment. 
The tw elve water-tube boilers, 
hich are to be fitted with superheat* 
ers, will be in three water-tight com ­ 
partm ents. and the coal bunkers ar'-* 
ti have a maximum capacity of about 
200 tons. 
All 
the main com part­ 
m ents below the gun deck will hi* pro* 
ided with forced 
ventilation, 
the 
com bined capacity of the seventeen 
blowers being not less than 
100,000 
cubic feet per minute.
